held here February 22. 

The conference, plans for which 
were announced tonight, will consider 
“es definite plan for government con- 
trol under a modified form .of pro- 
hibition, designed to end the reign 
‘of the Bootlegger ond abolish the 
iother evils following in the train of 
| Volsteadism, without returning to the 
| evils of the old saloon system.’ 

Representatives of the Canadian 
‘government, the announcement said. 
will tell of experiments in modified 
prohibition in the dominion, statistics 
will be presented “bearing on the 
evils of Volsteadisin,” and addresses 
will be made by speakers of. national 
prominence. 

Since the last conference a year ago, 
the association declared,- *‘there has 
been an alarming increase of evi- 
dence against Volsteadism as a breed- 
er of a host of evils, heretofore but 
little known in American :ife, includ- 
ing bootlegging, bribery, corruption, 
widespread drinking among youth of 
both sexes and. almost universal dis- 
respect for law.

Macon, Ga., February 5.—(P)—Ef- 
forts will be made to discourage the 
| planting of additional peach orchards 
| in Georgia and South Carolina unless 
| growers and carriers reach under- 
‘standing regarding rates, it was tes- 
tified before the interstate commerce 
/commission’s hearing here today. 
Growers testified that the cost of 
production had so steadily mounted | 
that a revision of the freight and re- 
| frigeration rates was imperative, oth- 
‘erwise most of the peach growers 
would be forced out of the business, 


General transportation conditions 
in the peach growing industry were 
i scored by A. J. Evans, of Fort Valley, 
‘one of the leading Georgia growers, 
in the hearing before Examiner bur- 
,;ton Fuller, of the interstate commerce 
}commission, 
1924 Losing Year. 

Mr. Evans produced the 
‘of a certified public accountant, 
‘ing that the Hale-George orchard at 
‘Fort Valley, considered one of the 
‘most modern and efficiently conducted 
in the esouth, lost heavily in 1924, 
|}An average of S84 cents per crate was 
‘received for the crop, it was shown, 
| while the cost of preduction, 
‘portation and marketing was 
iper crate. 
| Had the railroads hauled the 
peaches without charge, and also made 
jno charge for refrigeration, a_ profit 
‘of one cent per crate would have been 
‘realized by the grower, Mr. Evans 
said. In other words the Tost of 
igrowiug, sprayings, taxes, interest on 
‘horrowed money, picking, packing and 
loading, amounted to only 83 cents 
‘per crate, while the freight end re- 
ifrigeration charges were 9¢ cents per 
erate, 

The salvation of the Georgia peach 
grower, Mr. Evans told the examiner, 
lies in direct marketing and redue- 
tion of both production and transpor- 
itation costs. The rate hearing then 
‘devolved into an investigation of the 
‘merits and demerits of the Georgia 
‘peach. Learned Jegal counsel for the 
‘railroads and the growers prompted 
Mr. Evans and into the record were 
'written lengthy dissertations praising 
the peach produced in Georgia as the 
finest grown in the world. 

H. Cribb, traffic manager of the 
South Carolina exchange, testified 
‘that in 1924 45 per cent of the gross 
sules from 33 car lots went to the 
railroads for freight and 
charges, and in 19205. 33.5 per cent of 
vross sales from 77 ear lots of con- 
signed shipments went the same way. 

J. B. Duke, Fort Valley peach | 
grower, testified that in 1924 he sold 
280 car lots of peaches from one sec- 
‘tion of his farm which sold for S9o5,- 
273.75. Of this amount, he testified, 
ithe railroads were paid SSO.577.08 for | 
ht and refrigeration charges; be- 
‘sides that the commission men, he 
said, get eight per cent of the gross 
ifigure.
